New Designs for our Coins. 


Tho coins of a nation are among the 


most interesting and instructive illus- 
trations of the growth of its civiliza- 
tion. Tho advance of tho art* in Greece 
and Koiuo is in no way hotter shown 
than by their metallic currency. Nu- 
mismatology is a study which is not on- 
ly gratifying to the curious collector of 
relics, but of groat importance to tho 
historian and the ethnologist. Modern 
nations have followed tho example of 
the ancients, and their coinage bus kept 
pace with the advance of tho arts. In 
nearly every country, except the United 
States, its money is worthy of modern 
civilization. Our own backwardness is 
largely due to the indifference of Con- 
gress, without whoso consent changes 
cannot bo made. The designs on our 
coins must remain as they are fixed by 
law until the law-making body, which 
is busy enough with other snhjccts,can 
find time to attend to a matter which it 
looks upon as comparatively uuimpor- 
tant. There is no doubt that tho duty 
of changing tho coinage should bo en- 
trusted to one or two executive officers, 
us is provided in the Senate bill which 
has boon introduced by Mr. Morrill. and 
which gives the Director of the Mint 
the power to make now designs, with 
the assistance of the necessary artists 
of distinction, and with the approval of 
the Secretary of tho Treasury. The 
proposed law provides that no change 
shall bo tnjulo oftcner than once in 
twenty-five years. 
Tho now designs 


for tho standard dollar and the live-cent 
nickel piece arc to bo made as soon as 
practicable after the passage of the act, 
as tho present designs were adopted 
within twenty-five years. 


Mr. Kimball, the present director of 


the Mint, is eminently well qualified 
for the task which he is desirous of un- 
dertaking. In his report advocating 
the bill he makes a strong argument 
against the insignificant designs upon 
our coins and in favor of procuring 
something moro worthy of the coun- 
try's repute and standing in the arts. 
The standard dollar, from an artistic 
point of view, is one of the most com- 
monplace pieces of money in the world, 
and it is capable of a treatment which 
will make it one of the most beautiful. 
We are sure that the task of selecting 
the artists and the ultimate designs 
may bo safely loft to Mr. Kimball. Tho 
only objection to changes of which we 
are aware is that the coins of a country 
should bo familiar. There is no reason 
why this argument should apply to 
coins at home, for they become familiar 
quite soon enough, and coins do not 
circulate in foreign countries to any 
extent, because they are almost uni- 
versally treated as bullion, mcltod and 
recoined in accordance with the mint- 
age of the country. There have been 
thus annually melted in this country 
about £170,000 of English sovereigns. 
Twenty-five years is as long as one de- 
sign should bo used, in view of the con- 
stant advance that is making in taste 
and in the practice .of the plastic and 
designing arts. Tho newest design in 
our gold coins (the dollar) was adopted 
in 1355, and tho oldest (the oagle) in 
1SSS, so that under tho proposed law 
new designs would bo adopted for gold 
coin and for subsidiary silver, tho de- 
signs for which were also adopted in 
1&JS. By all means Congress should 
once for all give control of designing 
the coins to tho officers having most in- 
terest In tho work. Our coinage is nn- 
liqi'.atod nnd inartistic, nnd it .should bo 
us beautiful ns the best artists of tho 
country can make it—[N. Y. Mail and 
Express.

pleasing and attractive personality—in 
short, the man who is, in a political 
sense, an Admiral Crichton, and offers 
phases of character popular among 
many classes. But after that an Indis- 
pensable requisite Is a record that is 
not assailable at any point. The man 
who runs for the Presidency of the 
United States mustexpect to have his 
life ripped up from his tenderest years. 
There is often complaint at the search- 
ing nature of our politic*. No doubt 
that is something to be: nighly depre- 
cated, especially when party manage- 
ment runs to faltehood, forgery and 
burglary. 


But outside of «uoh political arU it i» 


possible that the ordeal through which 
a manfmust pass to reach the. Presiden- 
cy is a healthy one. 
Sometimes by the 


caprices of tho popular judgment or 
successful evasions, a candidate of 
doubtful morals may slip in, but, us a 
rule, no man who it tainted morally, or 
is of doubtful character, or . is unrelia- 
ble or untrustworthy, can become the 
President o{ the United States. Herein 
is seen the great superiority of nurform 
of government over those in which the 
hereditary principle prevails. In the 
latter debauchees, imbeciles, drunk- 
ards and moral lepers can and do attain 
supreme power. But in one particular 
the American rule works badly. It of- 
ten happens that the longer a man is in 
public life the less his chances of 
reaching tho Presidency become. The 
reason is that his record is unduly pro- 
longed. In tho long pei iod of his ser- 
vice as Senator or Representative ho 
made mistakes; 
he took the wrong 


view of questions coming to the front, 
or reached conclusions that proved to 
be:unsouud. Public opinion, too, may 
have veered around on many proposi- 
tions. But thcra is no escape from the 
consequences. There is no mercy for 
any slips of this kind. The tribunal to 
which the case is submitted is often 
more remorseless than that of Hhada- 
manthus. 


But when the many-sided man, with 


the unexceptional record and the amia- 
ble and pleasing life, is found, the 
search is not by any means completed. 
There is :\ tactical side to the inquiry, 
which often mounts to tho first place. 
This is never precisely tho same at any 
Presidential election. It is the result 
of the alignment of tho opposition par- 
ty. The political status at this time is 
as follows: The Democracy, which is a 
euphemism for the Solid South of 163 
electoral votes, recnforced by a few 
Northern States casting slim plurali- 
ties, cannot elect a President of the 
United States without tho assistance 
of New York. There is no combination, 
on the basis of existing political facts, 
that will give the Presidency to that 
party without that State. On the oth- 
er hand, the Republicans can elect the 
President without it. But in that case, 
they must carry Indiana. 


The selection of candidates for Pres- 


ident and Vice President, no matter 
what the other qualifications may be, 
must be made with reference to these 
facts. If the Republicans can find a 
citizen of New York who can, to a mor- 
al certainty, carry that State, the De- 
mocracy cannot hope to win. In that 
case the whole Presidential Election 
would be dwarfed to the size of the 
contest in the Empire State. Again, if 
they can find a candidate who can car- 
ry Indiana the chances of their success 
might be set down as two to one. They 
could win in that case throwing away 
New York and New Jersey. The 
diffi- 


culty is that the citizen of the pivotal 
States is sometimes not as strong as an 
outsider. He has during his life con- 
tracted enmities and>ntagonisms which 
greatly weaken him. 
But there is an- 


other element which strengthens him. 
The State whoso citizen gains the Pres- 
idency is bcnefitted more or less by 
that fact. For one thing her public 
men have a better chance to secure po- 
liticalldistinction. They are not for- 
gotten in the;'selection of Cabinet offi- 
cers, Foreign Ministers, Consuls.Feder- 
al Judges'Iand Marshals.

1851 this same Fremont was a Senator

By and by this young man wll 
wonder why his chicks do not 
faster, and why more than half of tlicn 
die. 


On my place this year a partof a llel< 


i» enclosed with wire netting six fee 
Ugh, the several sections of whiuh are 
forty feet square. In the several divi 
•ions are from six to eight lath coops 
6x3 foet, each coop having a barrel at 
tacked. Each of those coops contains 
a hen aud her brood of twelve chick- 
ens. The doors of the coops are loft 
-open during the daytime, mill the chick- 
ens can come and go in the enclosed 
Motion, at they please. The wire net- 
ting is a guard against prowling cats 
aud dogB, and also, servea the purpose 
of keeping the chickens out of the veg- 
etable garden which is adjoining, 


It ii not advisable to act any more 


kens after the last of June. June and 
July are the best months for growing 
chickens, and they probably gain more 
strength and size than in any other 
three months of tho growing season. 
iate hatched chickens arc good only 
for one put-pose, that is, laying, Clucks

Neglect of Animal*. 


In looking over your article headed 


"Noglvot of Animals," I am led to 
givo my last winter's experience in care 
and comfort for.iny stock, at a. very 
small outlay compared to tho amount 
of comfort aud saving of fuel for them. 
My barn is old, sided vertically with 
Hatched siding, but storms and time 
lad so shrunken tho covering that it 
viia a cold stable, although it looked 
iomowhat cosoy. Below tho first gird- 
ir 1 ceiled it up, leaving the four-inch 
pace which I filled with sawdust. 
Above the ilrst girder I tacked on a 
trip of tarred paper, reaching to tho 
ecoud girder, held snug in place witli 
trips of lath and. some old shingles 
tacked on with'liith nails. The expense 
was a mere trifle, but tho stable has 
lieou free from any gusts of the many 
lizzards we have had this tedious, 
ong winter. 


My stock show the effect of a warm 
table, in their splendid appearance, 
Ithough they wintered almost wholly 
n little but sweet corn stalks and 
traw. When they were left out for 
water a few hours in the middle of the 
ay, they had free access to a stack of 
ata and wheat straw stalks in the sta- 
le. Those in milk had about four 
uarts of bran. Thoy all came out in 
moll better condition than they cnier- 
d the winter, aiid I attribute much of 
'0 improvement to the comfortable stn- 
o.—[Corr. Germautown Telegraph. 


Hen Lice 


Lice are tho worst enemies of chicks, 
id, in this case, as in every other, pre- 
ontion is easier and bettor than cure. 
A few tobacco stems broken up and 
rinkleil in the nest, or carbolic pow- 
er, arc aids, but if the hens aro lousy, 
lid most farmer's hens arc), tho best 
ire is to sprinkle about a toaspoonful 


lard or dripping latii a pound of rice 
flour, add six ounces of brown sugar, 
one efg and a table*poouful of lemon 
juice. Mix with a cup ol warm milk, 
Into which a teatpoonful of uleratui 
ha* been stirred.

POUNU CAKE—One pound tugar, one 


pound butter, one pound flour, eight

GiNOEK C'AKKB—Iliilf a cup of sugar, 


cup of niolanes, one-half cup of butter, 
two teaspoonfuls of ginger, ono each of 
cinnamon and cloves, two teaspoonfuls 
of soda in a cup of boiling water, two 
and a half cups of Hour; add two well 
beaten eggs the Intit thing before bak- 
ing, llako In gem pans or as a common 
cake. 


POTATO Soui1—Cook as many pota- 


toes as aro needed in salt aud water, 
drain them and mash Duo, thin them 
with boiling water, and pass the mix- 
ture through a sieve, boil a leek and add 
it to the soup, as well as some flour 
browned slightly 'in butter, and cook 
for five or ten minutes. Just before 
serving »dd the yolk of an egg. 


STKAWUEUKY 
CHEESECAKES—Take 


one-fourth pint of hulled strawberries, 
selecting those that are of good flavor. 
Tut them in a bowl, aud after mashing 
them thoroughly with tho back of a 
wooden spoon,.sweeten with a table- 
spoonful of pulverized sugar (if tho ber- 
ries are very tart more augar may be re- 
quired)'; then stir in the mixture two 
well beaten eggs.

The milk also furnishes much 
nutriment not obtainable in water.

is quite snrprisini; how rapidly the 
chickens grow on tho bread aud milk 
•arrangement. Let mo assure the be- 
ginner to feed light and often. By this 
I mean, lio not throw a loaf of bread 
•and a quart of corn into the pen and 
not go near it again until next day. 
But feed the chickens sparingly every 
lew hours, so that they will clean up 
every particle and leave none around 
the ground to sour. 


Another evil in tho poultry yard at 


tins season of the year aro lice. 
Once 


let the lice get the lead and it is very 
hard indeed to head them off. 
The 


old proverb, "An ounce of prevention 
is worth a pound of. cure," applies in 
this case. Every effort aided by sul- 
jhur, kerosene and carbolic powder 
should bo exerted to rid the houses of 
the hen's worst enemy. 
The caution 


to keep tho drinking utensils clean can- 
not be too often repeated. 
The cans 


must be thoroughly rinsed Mid scoured. 
Special care should also be taken of the 


three or four times, a couple of days 
apart, and the hens should bo free from 
lice. If the hens are lousy tho lico go 
for tho chicks at once, and no wonder, 
as they arc tender and juicy, choice 
eating for tho vermin. Tho old remedy 
wns a little dub of butter or lard under 
each wing aud on tho head, and if the 
lions are lousy this is n help; but it is 
vastly bettor to fight them on the hens 
before tho chicks attract them. Chick- 
ens cannot thrive when swarms of lice 
aro feeding on them, and it is essential 
that the chicks shall grow, anil grow 
vigorously, from the first day, tho lico 
in ust be conquered. 


Recipes for the Table. 


GIXGKU SNATS — One pint of molas- 


ses, ono of iji 
let it boil. Cool, 


eeato. Where so many broody liens 
are on the nest the boxes are liable to 
soon become filthy if not watched. 


I read a very interesting practical bit 


of poultry talk not long ago, where a 
breeder gave his experience in assisting 
•chickens from the shell, and with good 
result*. In my own experience during 
the past six years, I have had excep- 
tionally cood fortune. When a chick 
is unable to free itself, and is sure to 
die in the shell, I believe it better to 
inn the risk of aiding the chick. Some 
breeders frequently assert that even 
should the cluck survive after being 
nnnatnrally freed from the shell it will 
either die before maturity or else be 
deformed. All I have to say on this 
subject is the fact that I have several 
pallets on the place which were aided 
•from the shell, that afterwards carried 
off highest honors in the show-room.

Hint* on Shoeing. 


Do not let horses' shoes remain over 


three to sir weeks, dependent on the 
amount of use and the toughness and 
growth of the hoofs. Each time after 
taking off the shoes, if the road per- 
mits, let him go barefoot as long as no 
injury follows, as this expands the 
hoofs and keeps them in more perfect 
•condition. Some horses can be used 
barefoot, off pavements, for months, or 
the whole year round, and work better 
than if shod. Never allow tho frog of 
the foot to be cut out or trimmed, un- 
less somewhat ragged, au(i then only a 


large needle in order to empty it out of 
the shell; fill this by means of a small 
funnel with warm jelly and set to cool 
on ice; overtheholein the egg you 
can piste a motto or the name of a per- 
son or child.

Two or three periuus having at, dif- 


ferent times Intimated th»t it I would 
write in autobiography they would 
read it when they got leisure. I yield 
at last to thli frenzied public demand, 
and herewith Under my history: 


Guru is a noble old houie and 


stretches a long way back into antiqui- 
ty. The «arlie»t anewtor the Twain* 
havo auy record of, wa» a friend of the 
family by the name of Hijigint.

And ho always was a favorite with 


his fellow artists and was a conspicu- 
ous member of their benevolent secret 
society, called the China Gang. He al- 
ways wore his hair short and had a 
preference for striped clothes, aud died 
lamented by the government, lie was 
a sore loos to his country for he was 
so regular.

trious John Morgan Twain. Ho came 
over to this country with Columbus in 
14112, as a passenger.

When this ques- 
tionable passenger came on board the 
ship he brought nothing with him but 
an old newspaper, containing a hand- 
kerchief marked "B. G." one cotton 
sack marked "L. W. C." one woolen

Yet this ancestor bad good ind noble 


lutluoU and It i* with pride that «• 
call to mind the hot that he waa the 
first white ponouwho ever Interested 
himself iu the work of elevating aud 
civilizing our Indian*. He built a com- 
modious jail and put up a gallowi, and 
to his dying day he claimed with satis- 
faction that he h»d h»d » more elevat- 
ing and restraining influence ou the In- 
dians than any other reformer that ever 
labored among them. 


At this point the chronicle becomes 


less frank aud chatty and closes abrupt 
ly by saying that tho old voyager went 
to see his gallowi perform on tho flrit 
white man ever hanged iu America, 
aud while there received injuries which 
resulted In his death. The great grand- 
son of the "Reformer" flourished in 
sixteen hundred aud something, and 
was known in our annali at tho "Old 
Admiral," though In history he had 
other titles. He was long in command 
of ileet of iwift vesseli, well armed 
and manned, and did great service in 
hurrying up merchantmen. 


Yesseli which ho followed and kept 


his eagle eye on always made good fair 
time across the ocean. But if a ship 
still loitered, iu spite of all he could do, 
Ills indignation would grow till ho oould 
contain himself no longer and theu be 
would take that ship homo where he 
lived and keep it there carefully, ex- 
pooling the owners to come for it, but 
they never did. And he would try to 
get the idleness aud sloth out of the 
sailors of that ship by compelling them 
to take invigorating exercise and a 
bath. All the pupils liked it. At any 
rate they never found auy fault with it 
after trying it. When the owners were 
late in coming for their ship tho Admi- 
ral always burned it so that the insur- 
ance might not be lost. At last this 
line old tar was cut down in tho fulness 
of his years and honors. And to her 
dying day his poor heart broken widow 
believed that if ho had boon cut down 
15 minutes sooner ho might have been 
resuscitated. 


Charley Henry Twain lived in tho lat- 


ter part of the seventeenth century and 
wits a zealous and distinguished mis- 
sionary. Ho converted 10,000 South 
Sea Islanders aud taught them that a 
dog-toothed necklace was not enough 
clothing to como to Divine service in: 
His poor flock loved him very, very 
dearly; and when his funeral was over 
they got up in n body (and camo out of 
tho restaurant) with tears in their eyes, 
and saying ono to another, that ho was 
a good tender missionary and they 
wished they had some more of him. I 
will remark hero that certain ancestors 
of mine are so thoroughly well-known 
in history by their aliases that 1 have 
not felt it worth while to dwell upon 
them, or oven mention them iu the or- 
der of their birth. 


Among, these may 
bo mentioned 


Hichard Brlnsloy Twain, alias Guy 
Fawkcs; John Wcntworlli Twain, alias 
Sixteen Spring Jack; William Hogarth 
Twain, alias Jack Shoppard; Annfos 
Twain, alias Baron Munchausen; John 
Goorgo Twain, alias Captain Kidd, and 
then there are George Francis Twain, 
Tom Popper, Nebuchadnezzar and 
Balaam's Ass—they all belonged to out- 
family, but to a branch of it somewhat 
distantly removed from tho honorable 
direct lino, in fact a collateral branch, 
whose members chiefly differ from the 
ancient slock, in that in order to ac- 
quire the notoriety wo havo always 
yearned and hungered for, they have 
got into a low way of going to jail in- 
stead of getting hanged. 


It is not well when writing an auto- 


biography to follow your ancestry down 
too close to your own time. It is safest 
to speak only vaguely of your great 
grandfather, and then ship from them 
to yourself, which I now do.
